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What 1s “reasonable potential”?

« A regulatory threshold

— 40 CFR §122.44(d) (1) (i)
— Establishing limitations, standards, and other
permit conditions

[Permit] Limitations must control all pollutants or
pollutant parameters that are or may be discharged
at a level which will cause, have reasonable potential

to cause, or contribute to an excursion above any
state water quality standard.
